already been installed at 
the Pencoed Recreation 
Ground and Waun Llwyd 
in Nantymoel during 
recent weeks, and will 
appear at five other 
playgrounds by the end 
of May. 

Children playing at 
Griffin Park in Porthcawl 
will soon be able to use 
an inclusive basket swing 
and a new slide/house 
which will feature 
wheelchair accessible 
activities. 

The new apparatus at 
Maesteg Welfare Park 
will include a play 
telescope, climbing net, 
finger trace panels, 
double basket swing and 
a picnic table. 

The playground at 
Newbridge Fields in 
Bridgend will get new 
safe surfacing, a 1.2m 
high slide with accessible 
stairs, an inclusive basket 
swing, a new ‘klump’ 
springer, a butterfly play 
panel, and an accessible 
path. 

In Pontycymer, the 
Victoria Street 

playground is being 
painted with fun floor 
graphics to help with 
road safety awareness, 
while a seesaw, music 
panels, and a basket 
swing will also be 


installed. 

New floor graphics are 
also on their way to the 
playground next to 
Ynysawdre Swimming 
Pool, as well as new 
surfacing and an 
inclusive roundabout, 
swing seat and basket 
swing. 

Welcoming the 

investment, BCBC’s 
cabinet member for 
communities, Cllr 
Richard Young said: 
“These bright new 
additions will make all of 
these playgrounds 
accessible for all children 
to enjoy. 

“We’ve received many 
requests in recent years 
for there to be more 
opportunities for children 
with disabilities to have a 
greater choice of 
apparatus available to 
them at our playgrounds, 
so we are absolutely 
thrilled to be able to 
make these 

improvements. 

“Disruption will be 
kept to a minimum while 
the new equipment is 
being added, so please 
bear with us while the 
work is carried out.” 

Cllr Young added: 
“While we are very 
excited about these 
improvements, it brings 
to mind the senseless 
vandalism that we saw a 
few weeks ago in North 
Comelly where new play 
equipment was set on 
fire. It goes without 
saying that we hope this 
new equipment will be 
treated respectfully by all 
users.”

MP WELCOMES HEALTH

social media. 

As chair of the All-Party 
Parliamentary Group on Social 
Media and Young People’s 
Mental Health and Wellbeing, 
Mr Elmore will soon be 
launching an inquiry into how 


the negative impact of social 
media can best be minimised. 

The inquiry will take place in 
conjunction with the Royal 
Society for Public Health 
(RSPH). In its recent Status Of 
Mind report, it was claimed that 
social media could be as 
addictive as cigarettes and 
alcohol. 

Mr Hunt made the 
commitment in response to a 
question by Mr Elmore during 
Health Questions. 

Speaking after Health 


Questions, Mr Elmore said: “I 
am encouraged that the Health 
Secretary has agreed to engage 
with the upcoming inquiry and I 
hope that we can take a cross¬ 
party approach to tackling the 
issue. 

“The impact of social media 
on young people’s mental health 
and wellbeing is a growing 
issue, and we need urgent action 
to cancel out the negative effect 
that these platforms can have.”

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Hannah presents 
Welsh rugby shirt 
to her old school

FORMER St 
Clare’s pupil, 
Hannah Bluck (20), 
returned to her old 
school to present 
her Welsh rugby 
shirt. 

Hannah, from 

Porthcawl, has 

represented Wales at 
football, basketball and 
now rugby. Despite only 
picking up a rugby ball a 
year ago, she was one of 
10 uncapped players to 
be named in the Wales 
women’s squad for the 
2018 Six Nations in 
February and went on to 
make a dream debut, 
touching down in the 
first half of their 18-17 
win. 

The selection has 
topped a busy few years 
for multi-talented athlete 
Hannah, who is studying 
for a degree in strength 
and conditioning at the 
University of South 
Wales (USW). 

Hannah first 

represented Wales in 
basketball when she was 
in school aged 15, and 
within the space of two 
months Hannah, who 
played centre-back, had 
represented Wales in 
football at three age 
levels: under-16, under- 
17 and under-19. 

She had a serious 
setback, however, in 


2013 when she 
dislocated her ankle 180 
degrees and fractured 
her fibula, but the freak 
accident also led to the 
diagnosis of avascular 
necrosis in her tibia, a 
rare condition that 
causes a lack of blood 
supply to the bone. 

Never one to give up, 
she fought back and 
after surgery, Hannah 
was in the gym three 
times a week weight 
training. 

She returned to 
football two years later 
and it was then she was 
asked to help out with 
training the women’s 
rugby team at USW and 
from there, Hannah 


started to play rugby. 

“I was so happy to be 
given the chance to 
represent Wales. It’s an 
honour to play for your 
country. I’m really keen 
to be a role model, and 
show others that it’s 
possible to achieve 
anything if you work 
hard enough.” 

“With the women’s 
game becoming more 
and more popular, and 
the men’s game already 
being strong. I’m hoping 
to be able to use my 
degree and get a job in 
the strength and 
conditioning side of 
things, and I can only 
see my experience 
helping with that.” 


BRIDGEND AM WILL STAND 
DOWN AT NEXT ELECTION 



Election night back 
in 2003. 

THEY say a week is 
a long time in 
politics so the big 
question is: ‘Will 
Bridgend be a safe 
Labour 
constituency in 
2021?’ - because 
that is when 
Carwyn Jones, the 
former First 

Minister, will be 
standing down, 
writes Philip Irwin. 

He is the only AM that 
Bridgend has ever had. 

Mr Jones told the 
general committee of 
Bridgend Constituency 
Labour Party that he will 
not be seeking their

support as the Welsh 
Labour candidate at the 
Assembly elections and 
will stand down in 2021. 

He said: “It’s been the 
greatest honour for me to 
have been First Minister 
of Wales but it’s been a 
particular pleasure to 
have represented my 
home area for what will 
be 22 years by 2021. 

“To have been the first 
person to represent 
Bridgend in Wales’ first 
elected parliament is 
something I will always 
cherish. 

“The people of 
Bridgend have supported 
me in five elections and I 


owe everything that I’ve 
done in public life to the 
support they’ve given me 
since 1999. 

“As I will be standing 
down as First Minister in 
December I think it’s 
right that I should move 
on from the Assembly at 
the next election. 

“I’d like to thank the 
people of Bridgend, the 
local Labour Party, and 
of course, my family for 
the support they’ve given 
me over the years. 

“I’ll be looking at 
other things to do now 
and politics certainly 
hasn’t seen the end of me 
but it’s time for a new 


candidate to come 
forward and pick up the 
baton.” 

Bridgend did not 
always seem a safe 
Labour seat for Mr Jones, 
where the Conservatives 
have always been his 
main challengers. 

In his first two 
elections (1999 and 
2003) he was against the 
current Welsh Secretary, 
Alun Cairns. 

Mr Jones won in 1999 
with a majority of over 
4,000 (9,321 to 5,063). 

However, in 2003, Mr 
Cairns made inroads into 
that majority, cutting it to 
2,421 (9,487 to 7,066). 


It stayed almost the 
same in 2007, when 
Emma L Greenow 
contested the seat for the 
Conservatives (9,889 to 
7,333). 

However, he increased 
his majority in 2011 to 
6,775, when Pencoed 
councillor Alex Williams 
stood (13,499 to 6,724). 

Finally, in 2016, the 
Conservatives 
parachuted in George 
Jabbour - their ‘have 
seat, will travel’ 
candidate - but Mr 
Jones’ majority stayed 
solid at 5,623 (12,166 to 
6,543).

Pyle Garden 
Centre plans 
are approved 


PLANS for a coffee 
shop, deli and two 
retail units at Pyle 
Garden Centre 
have been 
approved. 

The development in 
Pyle also includes an 
extension to the Olive 
Tree Restaurant and 
could create up to 21 
jobs. 

The application went 
before Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
development control 
committee on Thursday 
April 26. 

A coffee shop with 
delicatessen will replace 
the existing ‘Animal 
Emporium’ and 
‘Aqualogic’ areas while 
toilet facilities and two 
concession retail units 
will also be built. 

Officers have 
recommended the plans 
for approval, saying the 
economic benefits of the 
scheme were considered 
to “outweigh any policy 
conflicts”. The site is 
located within the 
allocated employment 
site of the Local 
Development Plan. 

In a planning report 
for councillors, officers 


state: “While not strictly 
operating within a B1, 
B2 or B8 use class 
(business, industrial or 
storage), Pyle Garden 
Centre generates an 
employment facility 
within the main 
settlement of Pyle. 

“The current proposal 
would introduce 14 full¬ 
time and seven part-time 
roles, in addition to 
those existing, helping to 
promote the local 
economy. 

“The continued use of 
the application site for 
non B1, B2 or B8 uses 
will not fundamentally 
alter the nature of the 
Village Farm Industrial 
Estate, and as such it is 
argued that the economic 
benefits of the scheme 
outweigh the 
requirements of the 
policy regulations and 
the development is 
therefore considered to 
be acceptable.” 

Councillors voted 
unanimously in favour 
of the plans.

IF you watch

phone companies, to 
block illegal phones 
smuggled into prisons. 

Over 10,000 illegal 
phones are found across 
the prison estate each 
year. We know many 
are used to carry on 
criminal activities such 
as drug and gun 
smuggling and sales, 
intimidation of 
witnesses and even 
arranging contract 
killings. The legislation 
addresses the problems 
of city centre prisons, 
such as Cardiff and 
Swansea, where 
ordinary families living 
next to the prison will 
not have their mobile 
phones blocked. 

A small Bill but one 
making a huge 
difference and will be 
an asset to staff in Parc 
Prison where phones 
have been smuggled in 
and thrown over the 
walls for prisoners. 
Soon they will be 
useless. 

Now I had time to 
dash back to my flat for 
my pass, returning in 
time for a statement 
from Boris Johnson on 


President Trump’s 
unilateral withdrawal 
from the Joint 
Comprehensive Plan of 
Action JCPoA. This 
agreement led to Iran 
relinquishing their 
capacity to build a 
plutonium bomb and 
agreeing to a rigorous 
inspection regime in 
return for the relaxation 
of sanctions. 

Britain, France and 
Germany along with 
Russia and China will 
work with Iran to 
maintain the JCPoA. 

The problem will be if 
the US imposes 
sanctions on our 
companies and banks 
that continue to work 
with Iran. 

Next came the launch 
of the Parkinson’s 
Mental Health Report.

Around 145,000 
people are diagnosed 
with Parkinson’s each 
year in the UK. At any 
given time, up to 40 per

Our report challenges 
doctors, psychiatrists 
and government to 
recognise the failures of 
the current system and 
implement the changes 
needed.

homes should be used 
for all 15, highlighting 
road safety issues at the 
St Leonard’s Road/Park 
Street junction which 
would be used by 
vehicles accessing their 
homes via their cul-de- 
sac.

Airport breaches 
1.5m passenger

includes a Grade II 
listed building, was sold 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) to Wales and 
West Housing 
Association in 2012. 

In 2016 Wales & 
West’s commercial 
subsidiary, Castell 
Homes, applied to 
develop the site with 
one application for all 
15 homes and a separate 
one seeking consent to 
convert the listed 
building into two 
homes. 

The plans prompted 
26 residents to sign a 
petition with some 
writing objection letters 
over the access issue as 
well as two local county 
councillors, and the 
town council. 

However instead of 
the application going 
before the council’s 
planning committee, 
officers considered it 
under delegated 
authority refusing the 
full application but 
approving the listed 
building consent in 
August 2017. 

Residents believe the 
consent was illegal 
because under BCBC’s 
scheme of delegation, 
the local authority 
should deal with 
applications at its 
planning committee 
when more than two 
neighbours submit “a 
material planning 
objection in writing 
which has not been 
resolved by negotiation 
or through the 
imposition of 
conditions”. 

Residents argue the 
refusal for the full 
application was based 
on a “weak argument” 
involving road safety 
issues driving into 
Walters Road from St 
Leonard’s Road - they 
point out that there 
hasn’t been any 
accidents over the last 
two decades at the 
junction. 

They say that this, 
together with the listed 
building consent, paved 
the way for a planning 
inspector to easily 
overturn the council’s 
decision and permit the 


entire development as 
soon as Castell Homes 
appealed. 

Resident Alistair 
Nelson, who has led the 
street’s battle against 
the access plans, said: 
“We put up a strong 
case against the access 
proposals based on road 
safety, particularly at 
the St Leonard’s 
Road/Park Street 
junction, where several 
accidents have occurred 
in recent years. 

“But Castell Homes 
claimed they could not 
use the original entrance 
off Park Street for the 
whole site because it is 
not wide enough, when 
in fact it is wider than 
St Leonard’s Road and 
for 42 years it carried 
double the two-way 
traffic expected from 
the residential 
development, as well as 
service vehicles, serving 
the library and council 
offices on the site. 

“In spite of our 
strong arguments, the 
inspector allowed the 
appeal and did so only 
by using written 
representations, even 
though we had asked 
for an inquiry.” 

Despairing at the 
situation, residents in 
Walters Road asked that 
the Welsh Ministers, via 
cabinet secretary for 
planning Lesley 
Griffiths, revoke the 
listed building consent, 
saying it was 
“illegally” approved by 
delegated authority 
rather than going before 
councillors on the 
planning committee. 

Mr Nelson said: “We 
had the support of all 
three regional Assembly 
Members - Dai Lloyd, 
Bethan Jenkins and 
Suzy Davies - and 
Bridgend AM Carwyn 
Jones has also 
expressed concern but 
the Welsh Ministers 
have refused to do this 
on spurious grounds. 

“Their argument is 
that the access 
proposals were not 
relevant to the listed 
building application, but 
that is not correct. 

“The relevant 
Planning (Listed 


Buildings) (Wales) 
Regulations 2012 state 
that if there is any work 
proposed exterior to a 
listed building, then 
access proposals have to 
be included in the 
application, which they 
were. 

“There is massive 
work proposed exterior 
to the Coed Parc listed 
building, 14 extra 
dwellings, including 
one in a new extension 
on the west side of the 
building, which is to be 
accessed via Walters 
Road, while the main 
part of the building is to 
be accessed off Park 
Street.” 

Mr Nelson has now 
lodged an application at 
the Cardiff High Court 
for a judicial review of 
the decision not to 
revoke the listed 
building consent by the 
Welsh Ministers. 

He said: “If we lose 
this, it means local 
planning authorities 
throughout Wales are at 
liberty to break the law 
by bending the rules.” 

BCBC denies it has 
broken any rules, saying 
the planning inspector’s 
decision on site access 
was “unrelated to the 
listed building consent 
granted by the council, 
which related only to 
the works on the 
buildings”. 

A council spokesman 
said: “The Coed Parc 
application was 
processed and dealt 
with in full compliance 
with all relevant 
planning rules and 
regulations. 

“We have met with 
the residents to clarify 
the planning process 
and to offer further 
advice.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “We 
are currently awaiting 
the court’s decision on 
the application for leave 
to seek a judicial review 
and are therefore unable 
to comment.” 

Mr Nelson is 
expecting to hear the 
outcome of his High 
Court application within 
the next few weeks.

THE mobile banking service 
promised by Nat West started 
in Porthcawl and Maesteg this 
week.

Welsh Conservative Regional AM

mobile branch’s first day and said she 
was pleased that NatWest had agreed 
to add Porthcawl to the list of places 
which would get a mobile service. 

Suzy said: “Initially, it had been 
decided not to provide a mobile service 
in the town. I thought this was 
ridiculous, especially with a relatively 
high population of retired people, 
many with traditional banking habits. I 
lobbied NatWest to ensure that 
customers could still get a service from 
their own bank and I am pleased that 
my arguments were successful. 

“It was always intended to have the 


mobile service in Maesteg and this has 
also started, although the branch there 
is not closing until June.” 

Suzy was welcomed by Kirstin 
Jenkins, local director for West Wales 
for branch banking. She said that the 
bank had also appointed ‘community 
bankers’ to hold a weekly surgery in 
each town so that vulnerable customers 
or anyone preferring face to face 
advice, could get non-cash and other 
services not available at the mobile 
branch. 

“And it has to be said that other 
banks like HSBC have just closed their 
branches and gone, leaving nothing in 
their place. We must commend 
NatWest for at least attempting to put 
some services into place. 

“I understand that if there is enough 
demand, the opening hours of the 
mobile branch can be extended. The 
usage will be reviewed after three 
months so I urge everyone who wants 
to retain this mobile service to make 
use of it.” JI

Council fails to cope 
with mental health 
assessment backlog 


THOUSANDS of 
people are waiting 
for urgent mental 
health assessments 
in the Vale as the 
council struggles 
with a backlog of 
referrals. 

Eigures have revealed 
that the Vale Council 
social services had more 
than 2,000 referrals 
waiting for deprivation 
of liberty safeguards at 
one point this year. 

Deprivation of liberty 
(DoL) safeguards under 
the Mental Capacity Act 
are designed to protect 
people who cannot make 
decisions about their own 
care and residence - and 
if accepted they are given 
continuous supervision 
and an appointed person 
is given legal powers to 
represent them. 

On January 12 this 
year Vale Council had a 
backlog of 2,005 DoL 
requests which had yet to 
be assessed, a report 
published this week has 
said. 

An internal audit said 
a Supreme Court Ruling 
in 2014 has caused “a 
significant increase in 
referrals which the team 
were unable to manage”. 

The landmark ruling 
made factors such as the 
purpose of a DoL, the 
person’s compliance with 
it, or whether it allowed a 
person to live a 


comparatively normal 
life irrelevant when 
social services decided 
upon applications. 

Lance Carver, the Vale 
Council’s director of 
social services, said the 
2014 ruling “created a 
huge rise in the number 
of DoL authorisation 
requests made across the 
United Kingdom”. 

“As a result the Vale 
Council is by no means 
alone in dealing with a 
backlog,” he said. 

“The council has 
worked closely with 
regional partners to 
deliver an efficient DoL 
team which covers the 
entire Vale and Cardiff 
region including 

providing authorisations 
for people in hospitals. 

“Welsh Government 
has contributed a small 
sum towards the 
development of this 
service. Every year since 
the ruling, the Vale 
Council has found 
additional funding to 
support growth in this 
service. 

“We continue to 
review the potential to 
release more resources to 
it with the aim of 
reducing the backlog.”

THE Welsh 
Government 
petitions committee

Bees just love oilseed rape, but 

beekeepers donT (Fonmon Apiary news) 


AT last, winds from 
the south intro¬ 
duced temperatures 
that gave the 
pollinators and 
blossoms a much- 
needed boost. 

This change in the 
weather also allowed this 
year’s intake of 
beginners to acquire 
hands-on experience at 
the Cardiff Society 
training apiary at Dyffryn 


Gardens. 

Winter losses are quite 
prevalent this year and 
there are those who are 
relieved to find out that 
they are not alone with 
regards to these losses. 

As usual here at 
Fonmon the oilseed rape 
is in abundance! And the 
bees love it. Many other 
pollen and nectar sources 
are in evidence but it is 
the rape that the bees 
home in on. 

Given fair weather the 


beekeeper can look 
forward to the super 
boxes filling up rapidly, 
the ladies of the hive 
(they do all the foraging) 
never reach a situation 
where they decide that 
enough has been 
gathered in. 

If it is out there and 
conditions are right, they 
will work day after day 
and hour after daylight 
hour until the rape stops 
flowering and no more 
nectar or pollen is on

Now the downside for 
the beekeeper. Oilseed 
Rape honey begins to 
form crystals very 
rapidly once the bees 
have converted nectar 
into honey, and judging 
the optimum time to 
remove it only comes 
with hard won 
experience. 

Get it wrong and it 
will have crystallised in 
the comb and attempting 
to extract it in this form is 
an experience to be 
avoided. 

You must not let the 
bees cap it over with a 
wax seal as is the norm 
with other forms of 
honey. By the way - it is 
the bees who decide just 
what is to be collected, 
not the beekeeper. 

Due to the appalling 
start to our year 
everything is well 
delayed. I will be 
attempting to replace 
some of my died-out 
colonies once the 
numbers in the surviving 
hives increase. 

Splitting a hive is a 
form of swarm control 
and also a way to regain 
some of your losses. Will 
the apiary have to cease 
when and if the proposed 
sale of the Fonmon 
Estate goes through? 

Or will the new 
owners be happy for it to 
stay?

New licensing committee 
chairman was prosecuted 
by health inspectors 


THE Vale Council 
has elected a 
businessman whose 
company was fined 
for rodent 

infestation as its 
new licensing 

committee 
chairman. 

Cllr Vincent Driscoll 
was director of The Fresh 
Bacon Company when it 
was fined £18,000 in 
2005 after health 
inspectors found a mouse 
and maggots on the floor 
of the company’s 
premises in Barry. 

He was also 
suspended for one month 
by Dinas Powys 
Community Council in 
2015 after allegations he 
was running dog 
boarding kennels without 
a licence from Vale 
council and for 
misconduct over a 
planning matter. 

Cllr Driscoll was 
elected as chairman of 
the authority’s licensing 
and public protection 
committee, for which he 
is paid £9,000-a-year on 
top of his £13,600 
allowance as a 
councillor, following an 
annual meeting of the 
council on May 9. 

Cllr Driscoll, who has 
been a Vale councillor 
since May 2017, said he 
will look to repay the 
faith shown in him by the 
council and asked to be 
judged on his work and 
integrity going forwards. 

Plaid Cymru said its 
group did not support his 
nomination. 

In October 2005, The 
Fresh Bacon Company 


was fined £18,000 and 
ordered to pay £1,235.67 
in costs to the Vale 
Council, which brought 
the prosecution, after 
admitting six charges of 
breaching health and 
hygiene regulations. 

Inspectors also found 
scraps of fresh meat 
lying on the floor, and 
dirty equipment 

including maggots on a 
meat sheers. 

Speaking at the time, 
Cllr Driscoll said his 
company had “cleaned 
up our act and learnt big 
lessons,” bringing in new 
staff and spending 
£10,000 on 

improvements. He 
claimed former staff at 
the factory had ignored 
his instructions on 
cleaning before he had 
gone on holiday. 

Cllr Driscoll listed 
The Fresh Bacon 
Company on the register 
of councillor’s interests 
for 2017-18. 

In 2015, he was 
suspended as a member 
of Dinas Powys 
Community Council over 
allegations that he 
operated dog boarding 
kennels at his home in 
Sunny croft Lane without 
a licence from the Vale 
Council. 

He told a Vale Council 
Standards Committee in 
December of that year 
the kennels were not 
used commercially - 
despite advertising them 
and applied for 
planning permission 
retrospectively. 

Cllr Driscoll had also 
been accused of failing to 
declare an interest on at 


least seven occasions on 
the community council’s 
planning sub-committee 
over plans to improve a 
horse-riding path which 
would have encompassed 
his home. It was also 
alleged Cllr Driscoll 
‘lobbied’members of the 
committee about the 
development. 

He denied these 
claims and said he 
originally thought the 
bridle path 

improvements were 
being made away from 
his home. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, 
leader of Plaid Cymru on 
the council and a 
member of the Licensing 
Committee, said: “As 
chair of the Licensing 
Committee, Cllr Driscoll 
will also be a member of 
the Shared Regulatory 
Services Committee that 
is responsible for public 
protection, including 
prosecution for food 
safety offences of which 
his company has been 
found guilty. 

“You would have 
thought that the 
Conservatives in the Vale 
would have thought 
about how this might 
appear from the outside - 


especially as Cllr 

Driscoll has no 

experience of the Vale’s 
Licensing Committee as 
a councillor. It’s not a 
good look. 

“Plaid Cymru 

councillors did not 
support his nomination 
as chair.” 

Cllr Driscoll has also 
served as vice-chairman 
of the Vale’s planning 
committee and was also a 
member of the 

environment and 

regeneration scrutiny 
committee in the 
previous year. 

He said: “The people 
of Dinas Powys 
supported me in the 
election last May. I have 
worked tirelessly on their 
behalf in the last 12 
months and I will 
continue to do so. 

“I was elected as chair 
of the licensing and 
public protection 

committee by my 
colleagues in the 
Conservative group and I 
will look to repay that 
faith. What’s happened 
has happened. 

“People have to judge 
me on my work and 
integrity going forward.”

She’s good in Life Of 
The Party, but even she 
can’t save a laboured 
and only periodically 
funny ‘comedy’ from 
falling flat on its face 
and eliciting boredom 
rather than laughs. 
What’s most perturbing 
is this film, much like 
Tammy and The Boss, is 
written by McCarthy 
and her husband, Ben 
Falcone, who also 
directed those films and 
directs here. 

What those latter two 
films have in common 
is that they are just not 
funny; they are tired, 
dull, yawnsome 
exercises in trying to 
generate laughs when 
the material is just plain 
rubbish. 

Life Of The Party 
fares a little better (and 
is certainly a faint cut 
above those two 
atrocities of modem 
cinema), but it’s a real 
shame that McCarthy 
does a decent job in 
front of the camera, as

it’s undone by the 
leaden material she has 
(in part) given herself. 

There are moments 
of strong humour (no 
doubt improvised) but 
there are also plenty of 
gags that just don’t 
land. 

The plot is a tired 
rehash of several films, 
replete with the de 
rigueur dance-off, 
make-over sequence 
and the triumph over 
the roadblock placed in 
front of the main 
character that kick starts 
the final act and often 
sees a celebrity cameo 
save the day. 

McCarthy is far from 
terrible; instead she 
makes Deanna a well- 
rounded character rather 
than just a punchline, 
and her development, 
while plotted poorly, is 
nicely played. 

Also worthy of note 
are Gillian Jacobs, who 
you may know from 
Netflix’s tremendous 
Love (and if you don’t, 
you need to get to know 
as soon as possible) as 
Deanna’s classmate and 
the always-great Maya 


Rudolph who, as 
Deanna’s best friend, 
gets the best material to 
work with (which 
doesn’t really say 
much). 

What lets down Life 
Of The Party the most 
is the pairing of 
McCarthy and Falcone 
on scriptwriting duty, 
not to mention 
Falcone’s rather flat 
direction. Her work 
with Paul Feig is 
comfortably her best, 
and this is another 
example of her needing 
a more focused foil to 
work with, as Falcone 
just isn’t that person. 

Script-wise, less 
could have been a 
whole lot more; subtlety 
is not something this 
film pays much mind to, 
and with a little more 
care (and a whole lot 
more humour) this 
could have been 
something reasonably 
entertaining. As it is, it’s 
just another one of 
those ‘unfunny Melissa 
McCarthy films’, a 
category that is starting 
to become rather full. 

VERDICT: Melissa 
McCarthy’s third effort 
with husband Ben 
Falcone manages to 
supersede the 
lamentable efforts of 
Tammy and The Boss - 
but only just. If Life Of 
The Party were a 
character you met at a 
party you’d be bored 
within two minutes - 
unfunny, dull and 
tiresome in the extreme. 
The efforts of certain 
cast members are 
appreciated, but this is 
still am exceedingly 
mediocre film. Poor.

^Locked in’ 
car parkers 
will have 
to pay to 
he let out 


ANYONE 
returning late to a 
council-run car 
park in Bridgend to 
find their car has 
been locked inside 
could soon be faced 
with a bill for the 
call-out charge. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is looking at 
recovering its costs from 
people who don’t get 
back to their vehicles in 
time before the car park 
closes. 

At the moment, if 
someone finds 
themselves locked into 
either the Rhiw or 
Brackla 1 multi-storey 
car parks, they phone the 
council’s ‘on-call’ 
number which gets 
passed onto a private 
security company who 
then attend. 

The security company 
charges the council for 
the call-out but no 
charge is made to the 
person who wants their 
car back. 

On average, there are 
eight call-outs every 
month for the Rhiw and 
one a month for Brackla 
1 . 

Bridgend council says 
each call-out costs £40 
plus VAT meaning it 
costs the council around 
£4,320 every year. 

The council locks the 
car parks at night due to 
issues of anti-social 
behaviour. 

While Rest Bay Car 


Park in Porthcawl, 
Pencoed Park and Ride 
Car Park and Bowls Car 
Park are all locked at 
night as well, they are 
fitted with systems 
which allow vehicles to 
leave the car park. The 
three car parks allow 
pedestrian access 24 
hours a day. 

However the two 
multi-storey car parks 
are completely locked. 

In a report which 
came before cabinet 
members on Tuesday, 
May 16, corporate 
director for communities 
Mark Shephard says the 
council could either 
continue to absorb the 
costs for call-outs, 
charge the individual for 
them or refuse to attend 
call-outs altogether and 
advise the person they 
need to return the 
following day during 
operational hours to 
recover their vehicle. 

He said the preferred 
option was to continue 
to attend call-outs but 
seek to recover costs 
from the individual 
concerned. 

Cabinet members 
agreed with the officer’s 
recommendation that the 
authority investigate and 
implement, if 
appropriate, the recovery 
of out of hours release 
costs for council-owned 
car parks. 

The change will need 
to be approved at the 
next council meeting.

Two men are 
rescued from 
Porthcawl rocks 


Porthcawl 
RNLI launched one 
of their most urgent 
rescues of the year 
when two young 
men from Newport 
were caught out by 
the incoming tide 
and were stranded 
on a rock near 
Newton Beach. 

HM Coastguard 
Agency requested the 
launch of lifeboats at 
3.43pm on Sunday, 
March 13, after 
receiving multiple 999 
calls. 

Waves were starting 
to break over the rock 
and the rescue was time

covered by the incoming 
tide. 

Porthcawl’s D Class 
Lifeboat Jean Ryall was 
manoeuvred between 
rocks and a crewman 
climbed onto the rock to 
help the young men into 
the lifeboat. 

Once safely on board, 
they were transferred 
back to Newton Beach 
where they were met by 
Porthcawl Coastguard 
team. 

The casualties were a 
little wet and shaken by 
their experience, but 
otherwise fine and 
required no medical 
assistance.

“Fortunately several 
people ashore raised the 
alarm when they did as 
the incoming tide was 
flooding and there are 
very dangerous currents 
and many submerged 
rocks at Newton Point.

THE funeral of a 
south Wales builder 
was carried out in 
true style, and with 
a dash of humour, 
when his coffin was 
carried on a vintage 
1957 EG Foden 
flatbed lorry.

War grave discovered 
in churchyard 
clean-up at St Illtyd’s 



Chop, hack, saw, lop, sweep, edge, weed, strim, dust, 
polish, bake... And even Suzy Davies AM lent a hand! 


TOILING in warm sunshine, 
parishioners from St Illtyd’s 
Church in Newcastle, 
Bridgend, did not so much 
plough the fields and scatter, 
as strim, hack, saw, dust, 
polish, and generally tidy up 
the church and its grounds 
last Saturday. 

Father David Lloyd said: “The 
Grade IP-Listed church, high above 
Bridgend, has been a site of worship 
since the 12th Century, and although 
the grounds are kept tidy, this was a 
proper task force. 

“Some provided moral support, 
while others made delicious cakes. 
“But then, almost no church event is 
complete without cake. 

“Ivy was removed, while 
overgrown bushes were hacked right 
back, and one parishioner - let’s refer 
to him only as The Strim Reaper - 
went through the long grass like Arnie 
through the bad guys.” 

Not all of the material cleared was 
quite so natural. 

“Plastic bottles, beer bottles, and 
other paraphernalia were removed,” 
added Fr David. 

The church was known to be home 
to a number of Commonwealth War 
Graves, and a search on the CWGC 


website indicates five casualties from 
WWIand WWII. 

However, only one of the graves 
has the distinctive, and deliberately 
uniform, CWGC headstone of 
Portland stone. 

The church, which has a number of 
veterans in its congregation, will now 
approach the CWGC to have proper 
recognition paid to the fallen who lie 
there. 

Fr David said: “A big ‘thank you’ 
to all who turned up to help, and a 
special mention for Roy Ivey, who has 
done such a good job preparing and 
repainting the railings at St Illtyd’s.” 

The next diary date for St Illtyd’s is 
the Poems, Pints, and Pasties night on 
Friday, May 18 at Westward 
Community Centre starting at 7pm. 

Fr David said: “Tickets are £5 and 
include a selection of pasties and a 
pint (well, cans of ale, lager, cider, or 
a soft drink), but you have to provide 
your own poem.

Mr Roberts said that 
compared with other 
administrations Wales 
had an excellent 14 year 
track record when it 
came to implementing 
transitions to new 
policies, but that great 
care was needed if this 
was to continue. 

“Attempting to phase 
in a new system from 
2020 could be damaging 
for businesses if it is 
overly ambitious and 

poorly investigated. 

“Given that 2020 is 
little more than 18 

months away, such a 
system would have to be 
compatible with current 
established IT systems if 
the sort of administrative 
meltdowns seen in 

Scotland and England 
were to be avoided,” he 
added. 

“On the other hand we 
may need to rapidly 
implement special 
measures to negate the 
impacts of some post- 
Brexit scenarios, such as 
a the loss of access to the 
EU Single Market, so it’s 
also important for Welsh 
Government to ensure 


policies are flexible and 
able to take account of a 
variety of different 
circumstances, and that 
their policies do not put 
us in a corner. 

“All the tools in the 
box must be kept 
available.” 

Mr Roberts said the 
FUW would continue to 
consult with its 
membership and engage 
with the Welsh 
Government through the 
various Welsh 

Government groups 
which are looking at 
future policies. 

“The bottom line is 
that protecting family 
farms and our rural 
communities must be 
central to any future 
policy.” 

Whatever the outcome 
of the Brexit 
negotiations, Welsh 
farmers will compete at 
some level with those in 
the rest of the EU 
operating under the next 
Common Agricultural 
Policy support system -

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USA meets the Sailors’ Society 


AT the monthly meeting of 
Sully U3Aon May 10, the 
guest speaker was Yvonne 
Penn from Sailors’ Society. 

After a short history of the society, 
she described the work carried out by 
its workers and volunteers across the 
world. 

Founded 200 years ago in 1818, 
Sailors’ Society is a charity that 
supports and cares for an often 
forgotten group of people. It is multi- 
denominational in terms of outlook, as 
are the trustees, staff and the service 
they provide. 

Their chaplains help seafarers and 
their families, from all faiths and 
none, with welfare and practical 
support. 

They visit ships in ports and talk 
with seafarers who are often away 
from home for many months at a 
time. The society assists them to keep 
in touch with much-missed loved 
ones. 

It also helps with access to medical 
treatment. It liaises with frightened 
families when seafarers are kidnapped 
by terrorists or imprisoned, mostly 
through no fault of their own. 

The society builds homes and 
schools and provides grants to bring 
hope and security to seafaring 
communities. 

They reach out to seafarers in their 
place of work, on board the huge 
variety of cargo and cruise ships and 
take them practical services like 
phone cards to connect with loved 
ones at home, the latest newsprint in 


many languages and access to Wi-Fi 
hotspots. 

Present at many of the key ports 
around the world, the society’s 
chaplains and volunteers assist 
hundreds of thousands of seafarers 
each year, extending a hand of 
friendship, hospitality and pastoral 
care to all they meet regardless of 
rank or circumstance. 

As part of their mission, they 
provide a wide spectrum of support 
services - chaplaincy, spiritual 
guidance and counsel. They provide 
welfare support to seafarers and their 
families, assistance with continuing 
maritime education and, in dire need, 
financial help. 

Yvonne gave examples of the help 
offered to sailors who had been 
deprived of their rights, pay and even 
freedom. Some notorious shipping 
companies operate what seemed to 
those listening, to be almost slave-like 
conditions. 

In these circumstances, the Society 
has been able to obtain back pay and 
then repatriate exploited seafarers. 

Sully U3A’s chairman, Dai Jones, 
thanked Yvonne for a fascinating 
presentation.

Victory sees Porthcawl 
RFC crowned champions!

PORTHCAWL RFC’s best season, 
possibly ever, saw them take the 
league title on Saturday with an 
outstanding and comprehensive 
31-10 home win and ‘double’ 
against season-long table-toppers 
Birchgrove in front of a very large 
South Road crowd. 

Although they will not officially win 
the title until they have played 
Pontycymmer at home in this coming 
Saturday’s final match of the campaign, 
they are well clear and cannot be 
overtaken and will take the league and cup 
double for the 2017-18 season, a 
magnificent achievement. 

Against a stubborn and capable 
Birchgrove side, a good start was vital and 
it couldn’t have gone better.
